The closest prior art of record, Lindblad teaches the use of hyaluronic acid in less than 
2% wAv aqueous solution for the treatment of cartilage degeneration via intrarticular 
administration. Nocelli teaches the use of sodium chondroitin sulfate in a composition containing 
7-10% of it for treatment of articular inflammation in general. The method of treatment of 
cartilage degeneration via intrarticular implantation of a composition comprising both 
chondroitin sulfate and hyaluronic acid in the amounts as instantly claimed is not taught or feirly 
suggested by the prior ait of record.
